New York, September 2.—This is the first 
Labor Day that has not witnessed a gen- 
eral parade of all trades in this city and 
its vicinity. This fact is considered signifi- 
cant in labor circles of the general condi- 
tion this year of the New York working 
people. With but few exceptions there are 
no questions to be agitated .nd no victo- 
ries to be celebrated. 

The various labor organizations decided 
therefore, some time ago, that a parade 
Was not necessary, and that the various 
unions should spend the day as individual 
members saw fit. As a result there was 
today a sudden exodus from the city in 
every direction. 

At Boston, Mass., the wage-earners en- 
joyed beautiful weather’ for their holiday 
today and their celebration of Labor Day 
Was on @ somewhat more extensive scale 
than in previous years. Business, except 
for fakirs and refreshers of the inner man, 
Was entirely suspended, including the even- 


'ing editions of the newspapers. The fore- 


noon feature of the celebration was the 
big parade of tite labor organizations with 
bands, banners and mottoes.. The proces- 
sion, which wat in three large divisions, 
was viewed by thousands of spectators 
and inspected at the statehouse by the gov- 
ernor and at the city hall by the mayor. 

Labor Day at Buffalo Was celebrated by a 
monster parade in which \p,000 workingmen 
took part, and by attiletic games and 
speech-making at Germania park. 

There was no special lo¢al observance of 
Labor Day in New Haven. Business was 
generally suspended and the public patron- 
ized several picnics. 

Besides the regular parade of the Knights 
of Labor in Rochester, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor had a parade. The larg- 
er parade was that of the Federation, 
which numbered over six .thousand mem- 
bers. 

Considerable importance is attached to 
Newark, N. J., to the observance of Labor 
Day. The opening of the Waverly fair at- 
tracted thousands of persons from the city, 
while the monster parade of the German

I have naturally heard much of that ¢x- 


,aminaticn, particularly from sensational ac- 


counts in newspapers in localities whcre 
no examination was really going on; but 
I have found nothing on the contrary to 
convince me that it has not been fairly 
done, and I am sure that it has already 
been fruitful of good results. I need not 
say to you that you are of all men most 
concerned in satisfying the public that your 
work is well and economically done. But 
let me say to you that if the department 
recognizes its duty to the people to secure 
the largest benefit from the immense sums 
appropriated 4or this service, it is equally 
alert to the fact that it has a duty to you 
to exercise every safeguard to make” 
its examinations fair, just and reasonable, 
and to that end to select discreet and trust- 
worthy inspectors, thoroughly warned 
against over-zeal or injustice in their work. 
‘And what concern has any letter car- 
rier, faithful to his duty, if the eyes of his 
department on any particular day shall 
inspect his method of dcing his duty? 
‘Now what, gentlemen, has been the 
result of this examination? T.can speuk 
it as reported to me with sincere pleasure 
in your hearing tonight. Of the postoffices 
examined, the carrier service of thirty-six 
has been reported as free from all criticiszn.

The parade of troops and veterans on the 
Templehofer field was attended with un- 
wonted |isplendor. The American veterans 
were given the place of honor in the 
right wing near the Stuerhaus. The 
weather was very warm and a haze hung 
over the scene. | 

At 8:45 o'clock the empress drove to the 
parade ground in a carriage drawn by four 
horses ridden by postilions. The carriage 
was preceded by a detachment of her 
majesty’s own bodyguard. The empress 
wore an ivory cream-colored costume and 
a lace bénnet and carried a sun shade of 
the same color. Her majesty’s carriage 
was followed by one containing the im- 
perial princes. 

At 8:55 o’clock the commotion and cheer- 
ing on Belle Alliance street gave the sig- 
nal of the emperor’s approach and his 
majesty soon rode upon the ground, fol- 
lowed by the king of Wurtemburg, who 
was attired in the Red Hussar uniform. 
The emperor was attended by a glittering 
suite of generals, princes and foreign at- 
taches.

The emperor at once rode to the point 
where the American veterans, about forty 
in number, were stationed and addressed 
a few words to each of them, asking in 
what regiments they had served. His 
majesty asked Mr. Folcher, to which Mr.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Dr. Remington Kills His Mother and’ 
Himself—Said To Be an Aflantian. 
Hot Springs, Ark., September 2.—This af- 

ternoon the dead. bodies of Dr. E.°M. 
Remington and his mother, Mrs. Mary E. 
Remington, were discovered in their cot- 
tage, No. 1500 Whitting avenue. Mrs. Rem- 
ington’s skull was crushed in, and her 
throat was cut. She had been dead for 
several days. A sack of flour, which lay 
unopened across the woman’s neck, had 
soaked up much blood. 

The body ef Dr. Remington was in an 
adjoining room, lying on the floor. He was 
in his underclothes and his body 
was swollen and covered with 
crusted blood from the femoral, ul- 
ner and radial arteries, which had 
been opened by a dissecting knife. Un- 
der the woimnan’s bed was a dull «x and a 
cleaver. The ax was covered with hairs 
ani the cleaver had been used for the des- 
perate deed of sevéring the neck arteries, 
Near Dr. Remington’s body lay the bistury 
with which he had cut his arteries, also 
a hypodermic syringe, with a quantity of 
opium and cocaine in it. All were bloody. 
It is supposed Dr. Remington first kil 
his mother, and then himself. When the 
deed was done, cannot be definitely de- 
termined, but it is believed to have heen

Sames Shaffer Murders William Guth-

An Amateur Lynching.

Kimball Green_is an iconoclast who has 
arisen at Steelville, Mo. Or, rather, we 
ought to say ‘he has come down at Steel- 
Ville, Mo. Anyway, Kimball Green is at 
Steelville, Mo., overturning and demolish- 
ing the most sacred traditions of the state. 
In short, Kimball Green boldly questions 
the right of man to lynch his brother man. 
‘““Wihat,’’ asks the sturdy elitizens of Steel- 
ville, “is there left us?’’ 

The fact concerning Kimball Green’s new 
departure we find embodied in a newspapep 
dispatch. rom this it appears that some 
time ago the Green family ran afoul of the 
law, being charged with nothing less than 
the making away with a neighbor named 
Hildebrand. They were much surprised at 
this and asked pathetically if we are not 
all enjoined to love our néighbor, and if 
the Greens looked like folks that wouldn't 
do it. They were nevertheless cast into 
jail, the father and tthree sons, one of 
whom was Kimball. 

For some reason not stated Kimball de. 
cided not to follow longer tihe fortunes 
of the family. He accordingly applied for 
and got a separate trial. He was acquit- 
ted. Th's naturally aroused the indigna- 
tion of the best. citizens of Steeiville. They 
argued this way: There was a circus in 
June, the county fair is set down for Oc- 
tober Ist. What of the long and arid time 
between? As a community of free and tax- 
pay.ng citizens, have we not a right to 
expect a hanging in July or August?- There 


seemed to be but one answer to this line 
of reasoning, and the more the citizens 


thought about it the more incensed they 
became. 

Now, 
citizens 
tamely 


as readily may be suspected, the 
of Steelville are not the people 
to submit to a manifest outrage. 
Lbespotism does not fluurish in 
Steelville, They determined to have the 
hanging anyhow. They accordingly, in the 
words of the dispatch, ‘‘went to his heuse, 
dragged him to a tree, and strung him up, 
leaving him for dead.’’ There were about 
twenty who tcok part in these exercises, 


ana they went to their homes with the 
feeling that the tyrant’s heel had, in a 
measure, been removed from the neck of 


Steelvilie. They had shown the judze and 
jury that tie time-honored outdeor sports 
of their fathers could not be lightly snatch- 
ed away from them. : 

But Kimball Green did not enter into 
the thing in the right spirit. The longer he 
hung there in the darkness by the neck 
the more convinced he ‘became that he was 
not being treated right. He could not dis- 
miss from his mind the fact that he had 
been acquitted by the court, and he seemed 
unable to take a sufficiently bread view 
of the situation to recognize that there is 
a higher law than the constitution—wnhich 
at Steelville is public sentiment. “It isn’t 
a fair deai,” he said to himself, as he 
swung gently in the night wind. 
felt that they must have something between 
the circis and the fair they ought to have 
got up a basket picnic.’"’ The longer he re- 
mained suspended the more gicomy his 
thoughts became, and he at last resolved on 
a course of action. 

flis hands had thoughtilessly been left 
free. so from a pocket he fished out a 
jackknife. Reaching a foot above his head 
he cut the rope and dropped gently to the 
ground. He siipped the rope around, tuck- 
ed the severea end carelessly into the bos- 
om of his negligee shirt and waiked home 
through the woods. Here he aie a piece of 
cold "possum, left the rope on the dressing 
case and went to bed. 

The next morning Kimball Green came to 
town. He was wearing his nectie of the 
night before as a guarantee of good faith. 
But, instead of laughing the matter off and 
wishing his friends bettter luck next time, 
as a@ true sportsman might have done, he 
went to the courthouse and got warrants 
for the arrest of two neigkbors whom he 
had recognized in the party of the previous 
evening. Efforts to get him to withdraw 
from his line of action in the interest of 
amateur sports in Missouri were without 
avail, and the men were taken into custody. 


Thus the matter stands at present. The 
two men remain in jail. Kimball Green 


still wears the bit of rope as aconstant 
protest against his treatment. The judge 
who acquitted him says he did right.

Deciding that 
the man had shot himself, Vivine und Bo- 
lan walked rapidly away irom tine scene 
in order that they might not be zy.v?n any 
trouble about the matter. ‘“hey were the 
only meniin sight and if they went io the 
body and assisted the ianan they might 
be given); trouble in explaining row he 
shot himself, said the young men. 

Divine and Bolan claimed that tney were 
at the time stated boarding at the Gate 
City hotel, on Decatur street, near the 
corner of Ivy street. On last Friday morn- 
ing they arose very early, as usual, and 
started ta the exposition grounds to their 
work. They went out Ivy street towards 
Peachtree) street. In going that street they 
passed the spot where Bass was found 
lying on the sidewalk gasping for breath 
fifteen mimutes after he was shot. They 
heard a pistol shot and saw a man fall. 
Divine and Bolan said that they discussed 
the startling sight at the time and decided 
to go ahead as quickly as possible and not 
get mixed up in the matter at all. It would 
cause them a good deal of trouble if they 
reported what they had seen and:the best 
and easiest way out of it would be to go 
ahead. The streets were deserted and there 
was no hindrance to the progress of the 
voung men and they took advantage cf it. 
When they reached the exposition grounis 
it is said that one of them, in talking to a 
fellow workman, made the remark that he 
had seen something that morning trat he 
bad never seen before—a man shoot him- 
self. It was not intended by the young 
-men that |the remark should get io the 
public. It was made to a friend and without 
intending to be repeated. The remark did 
not stop with the workman, however. fie 
told some other workmen and during last 
Friday and Saturday the statement of the 
young men circulated throughout the 
grounds. 

On Saturday the experience of the young 
men had been pretty well Keralded through 
the exposition grounds, but no one ap- 
peared before the coroner’s jury to tell of 
the sight that had been witnessed by the 
two workers in the machinery hall. Sun- 
day passed without the matter beings made 
public. On Sunday night two gentlemen 
connected with the exposition called on 


Chief Connolly-and totd=him what had 
been circulated about the exposition 
grounds. The gentlemen stated that they 


had heard that a young man employed at 
the machinery hall had said that he saw 
Bass fall immediately after hearing a pis- 
tol shot. The names of the young men 
were not known by the gentlemen: who 
called on Chief Connolly, but one of them 
remembered the number of the badge 
worn by the young man who had stated 


that he saw Bass fall. The number in 
question turned out i Pe worn by young 
Divine. 


Chief Connolly thought that he han run 
across a clew that might. possibly explain 
the mysterious death of Bass. Yesterday 
morning he sent Captain Manly to the ex- 
position grounds to investigate,.the clew 
and ‘the result of that investigation was 
the appearance of Divine and Bolan in 
Chief Connoily’s office last night. They 
were found at their work at the exposition 
grounds by Captain Manly and after be- 
ing questioned promised to cail at police 
headquarters last night and tell Chief 
Connolly the startling story that they had 
circulated last Friday. 

The young men said last night that they 
had only recently come to Atianta. They 
secured work at the exposition grounds a 
few days ago and explained that they 
had said nothing of what they had seen 
last Friday morning before to save time 
and trouble in appearing in the courts to 
explain how they happéned to see Bass 
fall to the sidewalk. Divine said that he 
was related to Dr. Divine, of this city. 
He and Bolan said that they are now 
boarding at) 819 Peachtree street. 

After telling their stccry last night the 
young men went away with Detective Bed- 
ford to explain to him exactly where they 
were when they heard the pistol shot and 
saw Bass fall. 

Chief Connolly said that the story told 
him and Mr. Johnson by the young men 
was a very straigltit éne. While the chief 
did not state that he believed the story, 
he appeared to give it ci@dence.

ASLREP ON THE RAIL|FRAUD IN DIVORCE 


Mrs. Edna §. McNaughton Says the Doo 
tor Resorted To Forgery. 


SHE COULD NOT FIND HIM FOR MANY YEARS 


He Deserted Her and Went to Augusta 
He Says That He Had To Mar- 
ry Her. 


— 


Augusta, Ga., September 2.—(Special.)—A 
sensational case was filed in the superior 
court today. It is a suit for alimony and to 
set aside a divorce on the ground that it 
was obtained by fraud and forgery. The 
plaintiff is Mrs. Edna S. McNaughton, of 
Kershaw county, South Carolina, and the 
defendant is Dr. Alexander B. McNaugh- 
ton, a physician and druggist -in this city. 

A fact which makes the case more un- 
usual is that Dr. McNaughton’s wife No. 
2 has just been buried. It was- probably 
the notice of the death of Mrs. Mc- 
Naughton last week that brought Mrs. 
Edna McNaughton upon the = scene. 
Through her attorneys, Ganahl & Ganahl, 
she declares that she and Dr. A. B. Mc- 
Naughton were legally married in Ker- 
shaw- county, South , Carolina, on May 
20, 1880; that in 1882 he moved to Aiken 
county to teach school, and sot being able 
to support her, she visited him and af- 
fectionate letters continued until 1882, when 
he disappeared. In 1887 or 1888 she learned 
that he had moved to this city; that Isaac 
Jacobs shortly afterwards came to her 
and offered her money to sign ‘certain 
papers, but she refused to @o so. In 1889 
McNaughton filed suit for divorce, claim- 
ing that he had been forced by threats 
and fear of bodily harm to marry the 
plaintiff and had left her at the first safe 
opportunity. She charges that he used 
all sorts of means, which were successful, 
to conceal from her the divorce suit. She 
declares that all signatures purporting to 
be hers as to service of papers, etc., were 
forgeries. 

She states that since the desertion she 
has been living with her father, Mr. Hall, 
of Kershaw county, but since he had be- 
come too old to support herself and her 
child, Belle, that she was almost destitute 
of the necessities of life. Slre sets forth 
that the defendant is the possessor of con- 
siderable property and she, therefore, pe- 
titions the judge tO grant her temporary 
alimony until the final hearing. She also 
asks that McNaughton be restrained from 
making any disposition of _his property 
until after the trial. Judge Callaway signed 
the paper and it was filed. 
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INFIDEL TO THE END. 
Under His “Awful Epitaph” Sleeps 
Jeremiah Hacker. 

Vineville, N. J., September 2.—The funer- 
al this afternoon of Jeremiah Hacker, a 
poet and author, who died on Thursday, 
at the age of ninety-four, was held today 
without rites or ceremonies of any kind, 
and the body was conveyed to-the grave- 
yard in an ordinary wagon. 

He was born at Brunswick, Me., in 1502, 
and received only a common schovul ceduca- 
tion. When yet a very young inan he ke- 
gan teaching school for a living. liis at- 
tacks upon the Bible, however, soon gain- 
ed him wide notoriety, and he. became 
editor of The Pleasure Boat, } ublished at 
Portland, Me. The paper had iin extensive 
circulation, but when on the eve of the re- 
bellion he advocated peace, the cic uation 
Of the paper quickly melted away 

He then came to Vineland, wrere his at- 
tacks upon the church again ,»ut nim be- 
fore the public. Hle composed poems ridi- 
culing the Bible, and followed by men and 
boys, walked through the principal streets 
of the town singing his poems and preach- 
ing to the crowds. An announezment in 
the daily papers that he would appear in 
the public square always attracted a crowd. 
Mr. Hacker was firm in his belief that he 
was doing good, and his large fort'ine was 
spent in inculcating his ideas. ile was l.b- 
eral to the poor. > 

When his wife died, six years ¢x90, Mr. 
Hacker. erected two tombstones cn his lot 
at Siloam cemetery. On ‘iis wife's was 
inscribed underneath the usual legend the 
question, ‘“‘Where is God?’ On his cwn 
tombstone was carved the following: ‘ihe 
angry, wrathful Bible; God is a myth.” 

These tombstones, so close io monuments 
piously inscribed, caused much comment, 
and many persons Visited ‘the graveyserd 
to see “‘those awful tombstones.” Lot cwn- 
ers appealed to the trustees to Lave the 
offensive slabs removed, but the trustees 
Lecame divided over the gyuestion, and 
the tombstones are still stan.Jinxz. 

Mr. Hlacker was a member of the ‘Ten 
Dollar Coffin Society,’’ of this place, -the 
rules of which will not allow eny member 
to be buried at an expense ¢excrerding $10. 
His last words was a :eqizst to ne buried 
in a cheap box, and without a hearst The 
latter part of the request wg@ carried cut.

Smith told the people that it would be 
necessary for him to go up to Atlanta a 
few days in advance and sectre homes for 
them. In renting them houses in Atlanta 
he said that a small payment would be 
required in advance, and for this purpose 
a purse was made up, each of the prospec- 
tive emigrants contributing his share. 
Smith left Saturday morning for Atlanta 
to prepare for their coming. He promised 
to return this mcrning with their transpor- 
tion, which, he said, he would secure in 
Atlanta, and instructed them to ship their 
household effects and to meet him at the 
train today realy for the trip. According- 
ly they were all at the depot in due time, 
having deposited their furniture in the 
freight warehouse consigned to Atlanta, 
eome of which was shipped away imme- 
diately. Smith failed to show up at the 
appointed hour, however, and his disap- 
pointed victims returned to their homes, 
poorer but probably wiser than they were 
before. Some of the party were unable to 
regain possession of their furniture, as it 
had been shipped with the freigat prepaid 
and now they are unable to bear the ex- 
per.se of its return, 


SUICIDE AT WARM SPRINGS, 


An Old Citizen of Columbus Takes His

Yesterday Morning. 


THE ATTENDANCE WAS VERY LARGE IN ALL 


All of the Schools Will Be Crowded and 
the Term Just Begun Wil! Be Very Rusy 
for Both Teachers and Pupils. 


Several thou*and school children swarmed 
around the pulic school gates and clam- 
ored for admittance yesterday morning. 

With baskets and books they chatted on 
their way to school and joined in merry 
shout and laughter as they waited for the 
gates to open and the bell to call them into 
the building. 

At all the schools a large crowd of chil- 
dren filed into the general assembly rooms 
and asked for examinations. Many were 
present that were not examined, as the 
schools adjourned at 10 o’clock for the 
parade of Labor Day and the teachers 
could not classify all who came. Little 
girls in their dainty muslin dresses and 
little boys in knee pants lined up and 
told’ in studied words to the teachers the 
extent of their knowledge. Some were 
advanced from the classes of last year, 
while others were forced to remain in the 
classes in which they were at the close of 


the last session. 

It was a busy day for the teachers and 
they had their hands full classifying the 
young people and assigning them to the 
proper classes and giving them the correct 
lists of books required for them to pur- 
chase. 

Superintendent Slaton spent a busy Gay 
in his office. Innumerable -parents called 
at the office of the superintendent. curing 
the day and asked for special permits al- 
lowing their children to attend schools of 
their preference, though not located in the 
territory in which they lived. All comers 
on this mission were refused, as the aciion 
of the board of education at ‘ts iist meet- 
ing made the issuing of such permvrts not 
to lie within the jurisdiction of ‘ne super- 
intendent. 

“It has truly been a labor ‘ay with the 
teachers,’’ said Major Slaton ..:sterday af- 
ternoon, as he wrote tickets for tie a;pli- 
cants who were ranged in long l‘:es Lc fore 
his desk. ‘“‘We have had our ha.as full, 
and yet strictly speaking nothing very 
great has been accomplished. The werk 
was all done in a rush and we did not 
have a moment to spare. You see, the 
schools met at half-past 8 o'clock, and at 
10 o’clock we all adjourned for the labor 
exercises. Many. staid away and did not 
matriculate because they thought it was 
going to be a full holiday, and for this rea- 
son the attendance on the opening day was 
not as large as it really should have been. 
But tomorrow the chiltren will come and 
every seat in every school will lkely be 
filled. In fact we can’t accommodate all 
of them if our expectations are realized. 

“The attendance on the colored schools 
has been especially large and they will be 
filled to overflowing. I expect inis session 
to be the largest and best we have ever 
had, and unless I am greatly mistaken in 
my opinion and the result is not in keep- 


ing with present indications, this statement 


will be found to be true.”’ 

At several of the schvols a great many 
children were not reached before the hour 
of i0 o’clock rolled around and the children 
were dismissed for the day. This morning 
the work of examination and enrollment 
will be continued and when, the school is 
disimssed this afternoon every pupil will 


have been examined and classified and wil 


have the necessary books in ine :eskK.

Ina night, 
if we open owr mints to. silver, all the 
Christians in this country are to become 
heathens, 4nd every mother’s son of 
them is to wake up the next morning 
with pigtails three or four feet long, and 
with an insane desire to eat nothing but 
‘rice and. stale fish. Chepsticks are to 
supersede the knife and fork, and, as 
we are to be “exicans as well as Chi- 
nese, dirty leather leggings are to su- 
persede the somewhat dudishb outfit that 
Americans now wear. 

In short, we are to lose in a night (if 
Wwe open our mints to silver) everything 
that Americans hold most dear. FEduca- 
tion and civilization are to be blotted 
out. In the interior people are to go 
naked: slow-moving canals are to take 
the place of our raflways: and, instead 
of carrying on business as we now ¢ar- 
ry it on, the whole population is to turn 
its attention to raising rice and eating 
fish that smell -to heaven. 

This is the argument that the gold- 
bugs who are disguising themselves as 
democrats are using, and it is said on 
good authority that a great many people 
otherwise sensible have been fooled by 
it. We make no. bones of this proposi- 
tion at all. If the remonetization of sil- 
ver is to compel us all to grow rice in- 
stead of cotton, eat rats instead of hog 
and hominy. and grow pigtails as the 
_Chinese do; if the remounetization of sil- 
ver is to make the whole nation lousy 
and compel the honest men of Wall 
Street to appear at social functions in 
dirty leggings, the sooner we put down 
the silver business the better.

But all this is beside the main ques- 
tion. Is. the single gold standard going 
to have the same effect in this country 

that it has had in Turkey? If not. w hy 
not? If the single silvef standard would 
produce the same result here that the 
go0ldbugs say it has produced in Mexico 
—lice, bull fights and a general condi- 
tion of staying the stomach with a pod 
of red pepper, why should not the single 
gold standard produce the same result 
here that it has produced in Turkey? 

We should be glad to have an essay 
on this subject fron: the fluent pens of 
some of the goldbug editors in Georgia. 
In Turkey Christians are called dogs, 
and in the provincial regions not a day 
passes that there is not a massacre or 
4M assassination, all in the name of the 
prophet. Is the Single gold standard to 
bring such a condition of affairs about 
in this country?

Here in Atlanta, despite the showers 
in the afternoon, the day was a big 
success, and'the splendid showMmg made 
by the various trades in the labor pro- 
cession Was generally complimented. 

Gazing downward at the long line of 
wage workers from our editorial sky 
parlor, our mind’s eye ranged far be- 
yond the busy streets below, and took 
in the entire continent. Irom the re- 
gion of almost perpetual snow to the 
land of almost perpetual Summer, and 
from Cape Cod to Golden Gate we saw 
other processions marching through 
was a 
mighty host—this army of labor—but it 
was a peaceful army with millions of 
strong arms and loyal hearts conse- 
crated to the cause of honest industry, 
liberty and law. 

Here and there in those marching 
legions there were men who were not 
in touch with their fellows—unfortu- 
nates who were made restless by discon- 
tent—leaders who talked rashly—but, 
taken all in all, the workingmen of 
America never made a better showing 
than they made yesterday. 

It was impossible to look into those 
honest and intelligent faces without see- 
ng the ulmistakable signs that marked 
the home owners, the fathers, sons, hus- 
bands and brothers of the land. Back 
of them in a million modest cottages 
was the inspiration of their lives—the 
sweet and peaceful tyranny of home and 
family. 

In such an army the republic sees its 
rising hope. Out of the ranks of the 
labor parade of yesterday will leap the 

‘apitalists and rulers of the future—self- 
made men who will win their way by 
wisdom and thrift, as hundreds of our 
rich men and statesmen have done in 
every generation. 

It is an insult to the bone and sinew 
of our country to even hint that anarchy 
and lawlessness have a foothold in la- 
bor’s broad domain. Not one working- 
man in a thousand is in sympathy with 
the evil forces arrayed against society, 
law and order—not more than one in a 
thousand would fail to rush with his 
comrades in a crisis to the support of 
the government of his fathers. 

Labor Day should be among the most 


popular and glorious of our holidays. It’ 


suggests the victories of peace and the 
achivements of honest toil. We hope 
to see it celebrated from year to year 
through all the rounds of the centuries. 


An Educational Mistake. 

This is a superficial age; and the busi- 
ness of the world is very largely carried 
on by men who cannot claim to be even 
half educated. 

We have yielded to the temptation to 
rush things, and as a natural conse- 
quence ‘we fail to do anything thor- 
oughly. This failing of ours is perhaps 
more conspicuous in eur educational 
methods than in anything else. Our 
old-fashioned merchants frequently com- 
plain that some of the graduates of 
schools and colleges who take positions 
in their counting rooms cannot write a 
good letter, and are.ignorant of common 
matters of geography, and are not pro- 
ficient in the simpler branches of arith- 
metie. 

The trouble is that too many eduecat- 
ors, parents and pupils are in a hurry. 
They try to force things, and adopt the 
hothouse system of culture. — 

We are in such haste to erect a showy 
superstructure with its gim-crack orna- 
ments that we do not give enough time 
and labor to the laying of a solid foun- 
dation. Many schools neglect reading, 
spelling, writing, geography, grammar 
and arithmetic, and hurry ‘their pupils 
into studies which they are not Mrepared 
to take up intelligently and profitably. 
The result is that we have legions of 
young people who have a smatteringiof 
the classics, higher mathematics and 
several “ologies,” without understand- 
ing the fundamental rules of arithmetic 
and without being able to write 
spectable letter or answer -an ordinary 
question in geography, grammar and 
history. 2 

This will never do. A good educational 
foundation is of the highest importance. 
With it, a boy ¢an go out idto the world, 
and build upon it, and by his own ef- 
forts make himself a ‘well educated 
man, But, without this foundation, 
the gaudy superstructure is fatally de- 
fective, and its gilding will never entire- 
ly hide the unsightly cracks which will 
appear from time to time. 

Not long ago a bright little twelve- 
year old girl asked a newspaper man to 
tell her what a trunk railway line 
and to give her some points about the 
trunk lines of the country. He gave her 
the required information, and while she 
jotted down a few notes she blundered 
in the spelling of common words, and 
showed that she had a very hazy idea cf 
the location and size of the _ states 
through which the trunk lines stretched 
their course. A question brought out 
the statement that her teacher had told 
her to write a composition on trunk 
lines. The composition had to be written 
in school, under the eyes of the teacher, 
and the little girls who had this 
subject given them had to get their facts 
wherever they could. . Then, they wrcete 
their essays at home, memorized them, 
and on the appointed day rewrote them 
in school. If such a choice of subjects 
and such methods make ready writers 

we are very much mistaken. It strikes 
us that children should write composi- 
tions suited to their age and their range 
of information.

damental requisites are neglected. The 
foundation is everything, for everything 
may be safely added to it. HKdward 
Everett, in one of his*speeches to some 
school children, said that when a young 
man could read well, write grammatical 
English, and work any sum in a com- 
mon school arithmetic, at the same time 
having a fair knowledge of geography 
and history, he would have a good edu- 
cation—an education which he could 
safely build upon in after life. He 
might very well have added that with. 
out such an education, a man’s higher 
acquisitions in knowledge only serve 
to make his defects all the more con- 
spicuous. 

By all means, let us pay more atten- 
tion to the elementary branches of a 
common English education. In practi- 
cal, everyday life they count for more 
than anything else, and their place can- 
not be supplied. 


In a Nutshell. 

The London Times, which is the par- 
ticular and especial organ of British in- 
terests, puts the whole monéy question 
in a nutshell as follows: 

It seems impossible to get bimetallists to 
understand that there is’ quite a large 
number of us for whom a general ‘rise of 
prices has no charms whatever. We like 
them low, and the lower the better. If 
they all went down to half their present 
figures we should rejoice, because we have 
nothing to sell and a great many things to 
buy. For @hose who have things to sell 
Wwe do not feel any great concern. 

Now, this is all there is in the whole 
business. The London Times speaks 
for what is technically known as the 
citv—the banking interests—the inter- 
ests of Lombard street. When it says 

“we have nothing to sell,” it speaks for 
the large and growing class in this 
country and in Englind that produces 
nothing—the class that collects its an- 
nuities and clips its coupons,. having 
nothing to sell and everything to buy, 

Hionest people ought to be thankful 
to The Times for speaking out so plain- 
ly. It states the whole case in a nut- 
shell. It speaks for the whole class of 
those who have nothing to sell, but 


everything to buy. This class, repre- 


‘senting one man in every one hundred 


thousand of the world’s population— 
maybe less, is undoubtedly right in de- 
Siring to make prices lower and lower 
all the time. They care nothing for the 
progress of the world, nor for the state 
of business. All that they are inter- 
ested in is the increase in the purchus- 
ing power of the money in which their 
debts, and the interest on them, are 
paid. 

That is the main thing. They do not 
look to the future, nor do they antici- 
pate a moment when their debtors will 
be unable to pay in gold. They know 
that if liquidation oecurs they will get 
in the neighborhood of gold values for 
whatever may be realized, and so they 
are content to wag along under the gold 
Standard, which makes money dealers 
richer and all producers poorer. 

The Constitution has stated heretofore 
that the money question was merely a 
question of prices—a-simple contest be- 
tween those who deal in) money and 
those who buy money with the products 
of their labor. The Lendon Times, the 
organ of the British gold monometal- 
lists, makes this perfeetly plain when 
it says that “a general rise in prices 
has no charms whatever.” No charms, 
of course, to the creditor class, for then 
debtors would be able to pay their 
debts on easier terms. Producers would 
have to. give a less quantity of their 
cotton and wheat in order to procure ; 
given quantity of debt-paying and tax- 
paying money. 

When The Times says that “a gen- 
eral rise in prices has no charms what- 
ever,” it means that general prosperity 
in the United States has no charms 
whatever for the British shylock. We 
have no criticism to offer on, the some- 
What selfish remarks of The Times. 
Irom the point of view of an organ of 
British interests The Timés is undoubt- 
edly correct. A general rise of prices in 
the United States—or, what is the same 
thing, general prosperity—instead of 
helping Great Britain, would hurt it, 
and hurt it very seriously. It would 
have to givea larger amount of gold for 
our products—for our cotton and wheat 
—and as a result, its profits would be 
tremendously cut down. 

Great Britain is the buyer of cotton, 
wheat aud other staple commodities, 
and the people of the United States are 
the sellers. A’ general vise in prices would 
bring about general prosperity here 
at the expense of Great Britain. The 
gold monemetallists would declare that 
we had no sound money; but prices 
would be sound, and Great Britain 
would have%o give up her “sound” mon- 
ey in order to obpain our cotton sa our 
wheat. 

The whole business is as simple as a 


‘sum in addition to those whose minds 


are not confused. England, being the 
buyer of our food products and of our 
raw material, isinterested in low prices. 
The people of the United States, being 
the producers of food products and the 
raw material that- Great Britain is 
obliged to have, are interested in higher 
prices. 

By remonetizing silver. they can, at 
one stroke, secure higher prices and a 
return of prosperity. The question is, 
will they allew the politicians to fool 
them in this nueinens?

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Eleven Thousand .Anxious Authors. 

At last accounts The New York Her- 
ald’s offer of a $10,000 prize for the 
best American novel had caused 11,000 
manuscripts to be forwarded to the 
office of that paper. 

How long it will take the committee 
to read these novels we do not know, 
but The Florida Times-Union figures it 
out in this way: . 

For all we know, that whieh has been 
so long promised and so. long delayed—'"The 
Great American Novel’—may be in the 
batch this publisher has received. Late re- 
ports from New York are to the effect that 
more than 11,000 manuscripts have been 
forwarded in the expectation of securing 
the coveted prize. The committee to ex- 
amine them and make the award is said to 
have commenced its arduous labor, which 
certainly promises to be long. An expert 
young lady novel reader has often been 
known to read an exciting work of fiction 
in a single day, but if it was somewhat 
voluminous she was obliged ‘“‘to work at 
night’? to accomplish the feat. If the work- 
ing day should be only eight or ten hours 
long, and the bask should be of the size 
of the regulation novel, a very rapid read 
er of much experience would be required 
to get through it in a day. Deducting Sun- 
quay and legal holidays, but making no al- 
lowance for sickness, she could work about 
three hundred days in the year, and dur- 
ing that time she could read 300 novels.

On awards are as industrious as a profes- 
sional young lady novel reader, they will 
be able to read 300 of these manuscripts by 
the ist of September, 1896.

ELOQUENT SPEECHES AT THE CAPITOL 


Celebration of the Day Closed at Lake- 
wocd Park, Where Speaking, Barbe- 
cue and Dancing Were Enjoyed. 


Labor Day's great pageant was a superb 
showing of the men who toil. 


From the first moment of the boginuiite | 


of the celebration until its close last night, 
the workingmen rejoiced over the brilliant 
display that they were making. Every 
feature of the observance of the day was 
a success. 

The first big Labor Day parade in At- 
lanta was a feature of the celebration of 
the day that far eclipsed and left far be- 
hind every other feature on the programme 
of interesting events. 

It was the intention of the Federation of 
Trades and the unions which took part in 
the arrangements of the Labor Day cele- 
bration to make the parade of the work-

inz~men the special feature of the observ- 
ance of the day, and in that they were 
successful. It was the object of those in 
charge of the celebration to give the peo- 
pie of Atlanta an opportunity to witness 
the organized workingmen of Atlanta in 
one grand harmonious procession, that the 
character of the organized labor men might 
be seen. The different unions realized the 
opportunity that was before them and 
turned out in large numbers accordingly. . 
The line of march of the parade was 
thronged with spectators. The people 
crowded the sidewaiks and streets in their 
eagerness to get a glimpse of their favorite 
union or profession of men, and as the long 
line passed the points of vantage, great 
cheers of enthusiasm arose among the mul- 
titudes. Many thousand people witnessed 
the unusual parade, and to many of them, 
perhaps, the iirset realization of the power 
and strengih of organized iabor dawned. 
The parade moved from the capitol at the 
contiusten cof tre speaking at that buitding. 
Marshal Lblount and his able assistants 
quickly formed the different un‘ons in the 
line in which they were to march, and in 
a few minutes after the conclusion of 
Mayor hing’s address Mr. Blount gave the 
command to march. The procession, started 
down Mitchell street toward Whitehall, 
headed by the mounted police of-Atianta. 
When the procession was commanded to 
move forward by Marshal of the Day 
blount, tne Fifth Infantry 
McPherson barracks, which was stationed 


just ahead of the carriages, struck up a 


lively march, and to the music of Labor 
Day patriotism tne vast concuurse stepped 
forward in unison. 

It was something entirely new for the 
people of Atlanta to. witness. Since the 
recugnition uf Labor Day by the state and 
national governiments there has been only 
@iimited ovservance of the day in Atlanta, 
and the parade yesterduy was Lhe first that 
has ever taken place in the city. 

Someé cf the unions carried emblems of 
their trade or profession, and all marched 
With hanusome banners and badges. The 
colors wére bright and dazzling. Red, white 
and blue, of course, predominated. The men 
in line made an especial effort to wear 
S0l@p article of dress that would be conspic- 
uous, and most of them succeeded. 

The tloats in the parade were original 
and attractive. The Federation of Trades’ 
float followed the: carriage and led the 
members of the federation on foot. There 
Was a type case on the float, representing 
the 'ypographical Union. Several men in it 
distributed programmes of the day by the 
thousand. 

The federation carried a banner capdemn- 
ing the Consolidated Railway Company on 
the 10-cent fare question. The siationary 
ehgineers’ float contained an engine in ac- 
tive operation, and the iron molders fol- 
lowed a float loaded with stoves from the 
Georgia stove works. The Lithonia Stone 
Cutters’ Union displayed several men in the 
act of cutting two large blocks of granite. 
Several other unions had floats in line. The 
Plumbers made a handsome appearance in 
their blue overalls, black caps, black ties, 
White shirts and canes. 

The electrical workers wore white cos- 
tumes with incandescent lamps, on their 
hats. The electrical workers made one of 
the best displays in the parade and they 
were awarded the first prize. 

The iron molders carried off the second 
Prize and the plumbers took third honor. 
The tailors made a splendid display and 


they were the admiration of many.

The Capitol Speaking. 

Before the hour for the speaking to he- 
gin people began to gather in the vicinity 
of the capitol yesterday morning, and by 
9 o'clock there were several hundred peo- 
ple within a block of the great state build- 
ing. 

The unions which were to take part in 
the parade appeared on the scene promptly 
on time and the celebration of the day wags 
Started as it had been announced that it 
would. The streets and tapitol steps were 
crowded by members of the unions and 
heir lady friends who desired to hear the 
addresses. 

Mr. M. B. Morrison; chairman of the 
commitee on reception of the Federation 
of ‘lrades, acted as master of ceremonies 
and introduced the speakers. He was greet- 
ed with applause when he stepped forward 
in the Mitchell street entrance of the capi- 
tol and ‘iiressed his fellow’ workmen. 

Mr. Morrison's Speech. 

Mr. Morrison began by saying that some 
years ago Mr. Charles L.. Govan began 
the advocacy of the labor unions of the 
city formiog a central labor union. From 
that dgitation the Federation of Trades 
came into existence in 1891, It was now a 
mammoth organization. The s)éaxer was 
glad to have th honor of representing that 
organization on the occasion of the first 
grand Labor Day celebration of Atlanta. 
He said that it would be useless for him 
to speak on the labor questions of the day 
at that time; every man within the hear- 
ing of his voice knew that the. best men 
engaged in any branch of work were to be 
found in the ranks of organized labor. 

“We have gathered here this beautiful 
morning to hear addresses of welcome fron: 
the honored representative of yeorgia’s 
honored governor,’’ said Mr. Morrison, “and 
I will not detain you by referring to the

appropriateness of this celebration further 
than to ssay that the day is an honor to 
the organized laboring men of the city and 
state.’’ 

He then introduced Secretary of State A. 
D. Candler. 

Colonel Candler’s Happy Speech. 

Hon. Allen D. Candler came forward and 
before addressing his audience was greeted 
with tremendous applause. His welcome as 
the representative of Georgia’s sick gov- 
ernor was unusually sincere and enthusi- 
astic. Colonel Candler spoke briefly and 
his remarks were listened to attentively 
throughout. 3 

“T appear here this morning as the rep- 
resentative of. Georgia’s heroic governor, 
who has been stricken by the hand of 
disease. I have been asked by him to wel- 
come you on behalf of the great state of 
which he has the honor of being its chief 
executive, and to assure you that while 
he is absent in person, he is with you In 
epirit.. Governor Atkinson sprang from the 
laboring «lasses. He is in every way in 
hearty accord and sympathy with the 
workingmen. He appreciates the dignity of 
labor and has worked to promote its just 
demands. 

“T am pleased to say to you on this 
eccasion that the governor’s representative 
is in accord with his sentiments on the 
yreat labor question. Georgia has always 
been favorable to the laboring man. The 
legislatures of the state have done much 
to promote the welfare of the working- 
men; in fact, Georgia's laws were founded 
on a basis of justice to the laborer. The 
state has always recognized the principle 
that no man has a right supericr to tnat of 
any other man in the state. The maxim 
of the lawmakers has been that ‘worth 
mekes the man.’ ”

Mr. Jerome Jones’s Speech. 

Chairman Morrison, of the recéption 
commiitee. introduced Mr. Jerome Jones, 
ef Nashville, ex-president of the Central 
Labor Union of that city. Mr. Jones said: 

“It is a custom confirmed by the universal 
practice of nations and communities to 
ceiebrate with appropriate ceremonies the 
days that have been marked by events 
the: most important in their history. We 
have the 4th of July the national day 
of our country: When there was establish- 
ed upon this virgin soil another and dif- 
ferent form of government old and rotten 
systems were disregarded and the religious 
and political freedOm of man was estab- 
lished. We have other holidays of more 
or less importanee. Though long deferred, 
the national government has at last recog- 
nized the claim that tne working peaple 
have and named the first Monday in Sep- 
tember of each year as Labor Day and 
made it a general holiday. 

‘“Itlis an implied tribute to our worth 
and @ just recognition of our rights, im- 
munities and privileges as freemen of this 
great country.

public interest among fall classes of ous 
citizens in the successful celebration of 
this day? Isn’t it apparent that we are 
bound to a fair-minded and just public by 
the silken cord of sympathy and good 
will?

erated. But, my friends, who and what has 
accomplished the abolishment of this gross 
evil? Organization. It is brietiy summed 
up in this one word—"organization.”’ It has 
not been the work otf a singie day or 
months, but years, and the leaders of the 
movement have never awerved from the 
path of duty and have earnestly and col- 
scientiously labered and overcome wnat 
seemed to many to be unsurmountable ob- 
Stacles to bring about this resuit. As Il am 
informed the condition of the workingman 
in the south 4s deplorable owing to the lack 
of crganizatioii, arid Whe should be blamed 
for this condition of affairs? I tell you, my 
friends, nobody but yourseives. 

‘The present movement today is to dis- 
courage strikes and assert your franchise, 
Which our laws endow us with. Do not 
train with any of the great political parties, 
but assert your independence at the baliot 
box if you find that you are not able to 
elect your own candidate, then go into a 
systematic canvass and. find out who your 
friends are and secure pledges from them 
to support measures in the interest of or- 
ganized labor, and by your state orgayi- 
zation (if you have one) appoint a legisla- 
tive committee who will watch and keep 
the record of every man.in your state as- 
sembly. The fact of this is demonstrated in 
many states, especially in the great Empire 
State of New York, which has more laws 
on its statute books than any in the union, 
and is the state which took the initiative ia 
inaugurating the first Monday in Sepiember 
as the day devoted to the interesis of la- 


ten years ago. I sincerely hope that Atian- 
ta, and in fact organized labor of this en- 
tire state, will repeat this successful un- 
dertaking every year in the future, as we 
witness it here today. -Let this first effort 
here today give you one and all an incen- 
tive to work for tle interests of your fel- 
low worker. Raidite him to the principles 
of trades unionism. I am informed that 
there are many ’callings in your city that 
are not within the pale of the organization, 
and in order to secure them, give your pat- 
ronage to those who are affiliated with you, 
and-by so doing you will give to those not 
affiliated an incentive to organize.

W. M. Middlebrooks Elected Fore- 
man—Judge Lumpkin’s Charge. 

The Fulton county grand jury wus o: gan- 
ized yesterday morning by Judge Liunpkin, 
who delivered the charge usual upon such 
occasions. 

Judge Lumpkin opened court by referring 
to Labor Day. He said that it was a na- 
tional holiday and at the same time was a 
day set for the opening of court. ]it would 
cost the county considerable, he said, to 
postpone the opening .of court and he 
thought best, therefore, to go alead with 
the preliminaries. He also stated that in 
view of the fact that it was Labor Way he 
would be very lenient in excusing witnesses 
or jurors who might desire to take part in 
the parade. 

The grand jury was then ealled and the 
members retired 19 select a fore:nan. This 
was quickly done, Mr. W. M. Midilebrooks 
being selected. y 

Judge Lumpkin then charzed io ry. 
He spoke to the jurors of their duties’ It 
was to them that duties of importance had 
been entrusted and they held »vlaces of 
high trust. The opening of the charge was 
along a general line. The jury was charged 
as to criminal law and the right of inves- 
tigation as to the violation of the law. 

As to gambling Judge Lumpkin was very 
particular in his charge. He spoke of the 
strictness of the law and the prohibition 
of all forms of gambling. 

The law against carrying concealed 
weapons he stressed with some force. He 
said that it very often happened that when 
a man had no weapon in hand, fatal results 
were avoided. Judge Lumpkin taought that 
if a man were forced to go for some weap- 
on, in the cooling time he would think 
over the seriousness of killing 4 man and 
thus avoid much trouble. 

The selling of liquors to minors and to 
intoxicated persons were two pvints upon 
which the judge also dwelt. He «Iso made 
reference to interference with pubiic wor- 
ship. 

The grand jurors were charged as to their 
powers and duties in inspecting putlic 
roads, the jail and the state convict camp. 
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The present grand jury has a large num= 


ber of cases to dispose of.

The strength of silver continues and 
one large dealer says there is an almost 
uniimited market around 67 for it. There 
is a@ reappearance of orders for it which 
seem to come from a foreign government, 
apparently for minting purposes. The 
coinage of silver by tue different govern- 
ments of the world has been going on s0 
irregularly and the coining has been so 
small that the buying from this source is 
expected to be very large sooner or later. 
The point is made that during the last 
ten or fifteen years there has been a 
steady hoarding of gold by banks and in- 
dividuals here and abroad so that the gold 
has been preserved and the wear of it 
has been almost nothing, which shuts off, 
by a certain amount, the demand for it 
to replece worn coins. 

On the other hand, the banks all over 
the world have been getting rid of their 
silver, Which has been passing into circu- 
lation among 80,000,000 of people. The Te- 
sult of this circulation has been great 
abrasion and loss, which tnust be made 
good by thé governments sooner or later. 
All the low-grade ore mines have practi- 
cally closed owing to these prices for 
silver. Hence the increased consumption 
and decreased production of silver make 
it, in the eyes of some speculators, .one 
of the best commodities to buli, especiaily 
saw of the increased production cf 
gold.

A Saving All Around. 

A veteran traveler who has had much 
to put up with in the way of loss from in- 
ferior laundrving, gives some valuable hints 
as to how to care for dainty handkerchiefs. 
A bottle of strong ammonia is convenient 
to have, and if one’s hands are delicate, 
a toy washboard is not amiss, she says. 
At night dip the soiled handkerchiefs into 
them thor- 


clear, cold water, then soap 
oughly and roll them up in tight little 
parcels, then drop them into a dish con- 


taining wuter, with about a tablespoonful 
of ammonia to the quart. Let them stand 
over night, then in the morning squeeze 
and press them and rinse. A little bottle 
ef blue can be kept in any out-of-the-way 
corner of the medicine cabinet, and wii! 
givé the required clearness to the daint> 
wash. Squeeze the handkerchiefs as dry 
as possible, but do nut wring them; then 
take a large towel and spread it flat, and 
put the handkerchiefs, one above another, 
upon this, roll them up snugly, and on a 
smooth table or lapboard continue tq roll 
them under the hands until the pac coke is 
us hard as possible. Let them stay in this 
way for a tew minutes, then unroll them, 
and, one by one, smooth them and draw 
Out every wrinkle and fold. They can be 
handled until about «ry, then lay thein 
smoothly cut-on the table, on which a clean 
cioth is placed, and fold a thick cloth over 
them and pile books and papers over for 
a weight. Let them reniain for an hour or 
so, then remove and fold and press again. 
By a iittle careful handling they will have 
@ new look, almost impossible to be got 
in any other way. 

Lace handkerchiefs are greatly improved 
by this process and are much more dura- 
ble, as nothing spoils lace more guickly 
than an iron. ‘One may keep a small pack- 
age of starch, or a drop of gum arabic in 
the rinsing water will give the very slight- 
est possible stiffness to the fabric. One 
wants but little starch, hcwever, as stiff 
handkerchicts are not approved either by 
€000 taste or good sense.

UNSOUND MIND’ IS ALLEGED AGAINST HER 


Complications Have Arisen Because of the 
Action of a Guardian Ad Litum—Jack 
J. Spalding Is the Executor. 


An unexpeeted move was made yesterday 
in the matter of the will of Mrs. Catherine 
T. Flynn, who died during the month of 
July past. 

The move was made by the heirs and was 
in the shap. of caveats filed yesterday 
morning by the attorney's representing the 
parties directly interested. 

In one instance, that of Annie Flynn, who 
is yet a minor, there seenis to be some com- 
plication. She is represented by attorneys 
and is on record as objecting to the will, 
while her guardian ad litum, Mr. M. N. 
Blount, has signed the papers agreeing to 
the probating of the will in solemn form. 

Thé caveators allege wasound mind and 
desire the will broken for that reason. The 
caveats were filed yesterday morning, as 
that was the day upon w.iich the will was 
to have been probated in solemn fori, hav- 
ing been some time previously filed and pro- 
bated in common form, ‘l'his was done by 
Mr. Jack J. Spalding, and citation issued 
for probate in solemn forma, 

From the documents it appears that the 
main property at which the breaking of the 
will is aimed is the National hotel property. 
This: property is one in which all Mrs. 
Catherine Flynn’s heirs, save Catherine 
Flynn, who is a sister in a Wilmington 
Catholic convent, are given a life interest; 
Catherine Flynn is Known as Sister Mary 
Monaca. To this beneficiary is left a one- 
tenth absolute interest, while the remain- 
ing four heirs receive a one-fourth interest 
each for life. 

The merits of the case have not yet been 
brought out in court, as by consent .t has 
been appealed to the superior court. 

The history of the property and the pres- 
ent complications make a stowy of interest. 
The National hotel property, :as it is known, 
fronts 110 feet on Peachtree street and runs 
back to Broad, where it fronts 120 feet. The 
evalue of this property is variously estimat- 
ed at from $250,000 to $400,000. It was pur- 
chased a number of.years ago by Mr. Con- 
nolly, the grandfather of Mrs. Catherine T. 
Flynn. He left the National liotel property 
to his daughter, Mrs. Dougherty, for life 
only, and -provided that at her death it 


should go to his granddaughter, Mrs. 
Flynn, to be held in absolute title. Mrs. 
Dougherty . lived until about three years 


ago, and it was during her lifetime that 
the present improvements, wers: made. The 
land was leased to Steiner & E!mory for fif- 
teen years for a net rental of $7,500, all the 
buildings to become the property of the es- 
tate at the end of that time. 

It-was on July 10th, the day; befor? her 
death,,that Mrs. Catherine Flynn decided 
to make her will. Sne employ 2d Mr. Alex 
C. Hing, of King & Spalding, Tlie witnesses 
were Mr. King, Dr. Childs amd a young 
man named Smith, who was employed ina 
nearby store, 

On the next day Mrs. Fiynn died. The 
will provided that Catherine Flynn should 
receive a one-tenth absolute intemest in the 
National hotel property, while ‘Thomas F'. 
Flynn, Mrs. Mary O’Brien, Mrs. iNellie Mee- 
gan, nee lynn, and Annie Flynn should 
hold a life interest each, of one-fourth the 
remainder of the estate, Then followed the 
proceedings in the court of ordinary as al- 
ready told. Sk 

Thomas F. Flynn is represented by James 
KF, O'Neill and Hopkins & Son, while the 
other heirs are représented by Payne & 
Tye, and William O’Byrne, of Wilbtmington.

Blount made no objection to the )brobating 
in solemn form of the will. He signed, in 
fact, a paper—the usual form—stating that 
he agreed to the filing and could see no rea- 
son for objections. 

The attorneys for Miss Annie, Flynn 
claim, however, that as she is over fourteen 
vez1s of age she should have been cunsult- 
ed by her guardian ad litum before he took 
any steps in the matter.

From Farmers’ Voice. 

In a harangue in favor of the gold stan- 
dard before the lowa state democratic con- 
vention the speaker said that free silver 
meant a silver standard and that that 
meant a depreciated dollar. He declared 
thd@t our 600,000,000 of silver dollars were 
mow redeemable in gold. They are not re- 
deemable in gold, Neither the government 
or anybody else is compelled to exchange 
a gold dollar for a silver dollar. But if 
they were redeemable in gold, what better 
are they than a bank bill, and if they are 
no better, why this hypocrisy of the gold 
people about being in favor of both gold 
and silver? Now let us see where this man’s 
logic leads us. The silver dollar is redeema- 
ble in gold and there are 3$600,000,000 and 
more of silver for redemption. The gov- 
ernment never has much more than $100,- 
000,000 in gold, and hence could not, if 
the demand were made—without selling 
more interest bearing bonds—redeem more 
than one-sixth of our circulating silver. 
As gold, according to this theory, is the 
soie basis of the value of the silver, the 
silver dollar is therefore worth only one- 
sixth of its face value, or 16 2-3 cents. Yet 
this fellow is willing that such a dollar 
should circulate. Either his theory is wrong 
or he is a knave. Talk of the disnonesty of 
the silver men! That sort of doctrine wuuld 
make the prince of knaves blush.

Councilman 


Nelms Introduces a 
Resolution in Council. 


THERE WILL BE NO’ SUNDAY SHAVES 


A Buf‘et License Granted the Oriental 
Hotel—You May Have Your Drinks 
Served cn a Table.

That 10-cent fare to the ~ exposition 
grounds over the Consolidated lines cut a 
big figure in the regular. meeting of the 
general covnell yesterday afternoon. 

The legislative body of the city through 
which the Consolidated runs was asked by 
Mr. Nelms to take cognizance cf the con- 
templated increase in the street car fares 
to be charged during the exposition. 

And after one of the warmest and most 
interesting discussions that has been heard 
in the counciA chamber in many months, 
Mr. Nelms’s request was granted and a 
special committee of five members of the 
body, the members to be named by the 
mayor, will be appointed to investigate 
the situation and report the result of that 
investigation to the general council at the 
next regular meeting or at a called meet- | 
ing, the call to be issued by the mayor for 
the purpose suggested. 

It was nearing the end of the session 
when Mr. Nelms secured the floor and, 
holding out a batch of papers, said: 

“I have here, your honor, a resolution I 
desire to have read arid on it I have a few 
remarks to make.” 

The paper was passed to the city clerk 
by the messenger and as the clerk began 
reading the attention of the body was di- 
verted from everything else to the docu- 
ment, so interesting was its contents. The 
paper read: 

‘Whereas, There is a controversy over 
the proposed increase of fares by the Con- 
sodlidated Sireet Railroad Company, where 
the citizens of Atlanta are interested, there- 
tore, be it 

“htesolved, That the committee on elec- 
tric and other railroads of this council, 
together with the city attorney, look into 
the merits of the case that justice may 
be done to all parties at interest, and re- 
pert back to a regular or called meeting.’’ 

‘Now,’ said Mr. Nelms, ‘Il regret very 
much that the circumstances render it neéc- 
essary for me, or for that matter any one 
else, to present a resolution of that kind 
to this body. But for some days past the 
mutter of the increased charges for a ride 
on the Consolidated lines to the exposition 
grounds has been rife, and I think it is 
about time for us to take hold of it. It is 
true tnat the directors of the Consolidated 
are all our own citizens, and they happen, 
too, to be men of ability whom the peopie 
of the city in which they live have often 
delighted to honor, and it is for this rea- 
son that the people of the city have all 
along felt that their interests have always 
been, are yet and will ever be safe in their 
hands and'that they will every time lay 
aside their own interests when it can pos- 
sibly be done to help the people of Atlanta. 
But is it more than they should do? I ask. 
Have we not all dwelt together in unity 
and have we not succeeded in building one 
of the grandest and best cities in the 
unicn—a city upen which the eyes cg the 
world are resting today? We are here to 
the temporary beneilits that 
may come to any man or set of men and 
to hope and trust that every one will keep 
this thought uppermost in their minds, 
and bear tneir part in this great-undertak- 
ing without protest or grudging. What we 
want is for every one who comes among us 
during the exposition to go away glad 
that they came and be able to' proclaim, 
as did the queen of Sbeba to Solomon, that 
the half had not been told: The visitors 
to the exposition have been invited by the 
citizens of Atlanta officially and individu- 
ally to come within our midst. Every tax- 
payer within its bounds has to some extent 
contributed to the grandest show the south 
has ever made and one of the grandest 
the union has ever shown. I say let every 
one who puts himself in the way to serve 
the public do so to the best of his ability, 
with no thought in mind except the good 
of the city. If the street car company 
should be disappointed and fail to make 
what they have hoped to make they should 
remember that that is always the case with 
those who attempt to serve the public, and 
it will always be the case. It is, I say, 
unreasonable to expect the public to be 
made an insurance company to guard 
against such results further than what 
they are willing to assume. Let us reason 
together, build up and repair the breaches 
in the walls of peace if there are any. Let 
us have no thought for our individual gain, 
only so far as it comes to us labeled At- 
lanta. Do this and all will bé well. Our 
hopes and our expectations for furthering 
the best interests of Atlanta and all classes 
and conditions of her citizens will be con- 
summated.”’ | 

“T would like to ask the city attofney,” 
said Mr. Colvin, “if the city council of At- 
lanta has any control over this matter? As 
I understand it the city council has no 
control over lines that pass” out ef the 
city.”’ ; 

Judge Anderson stated that the city coun- 
cil might look into the matter, but that it 
had no right in any way to interfere - 
with it. : 

“Now, if. that’s the cas@,’’ said Mr. Col- 
vin, “I ean see no reason why we should 
have anything to do with the matter. The 
matter has caused enough talk, and I think 
the best thing we can do 1s to stop it right 
now. I move that the gentleman’s resolu- 
tion be tabled.”’ 

“And on that motion,’’ said Mr. Nelms, 
‘“T ask for the aves and nays.”’ :

Nays--Tolbert, Camp, Mayson, Welch of 
the second, Day, Dodge, .Bell, Campbell, 
Miller, Sims, Harman and Nelms—i2. 

“T did not intend to have much, if any- 
thing to say about this,’ said Mr. Howell,’ 
“but since the council refises to table the 
resolution I think I should declare myself. 
I am not here to take any, sides in this 
question. I am here to represent the peo- 
ple of Atlanta, and when I have ione that 
I have done my duty. I know that the peo- 
ple of Atlanta want to entertain the people 
who come here as they should be enter- 
tained, and there is no one who has done 
more for that purpose than the manage- 
ment of the road which puts the people 
in the grounds. In the past thé street car 
lines have never been able to handle the 
crowds as they shouid be handled and the 
people have gone away abusing us. I 
know that the Consolidatéd company has 
spent a great deal of money to enable it to 
handle the people as they should be han- 
dlea, and the sooner we drop this question 
and leave the result with those interested } 
the better it will be for all of us. If we 
had any authority in the matter it would be 
all right, but we have none, and there is 
no use in tampering with it.” 

“TI am of the opinion,” said Mr. Harman, 
“that the resolution ought to be referred. I 
thir.g the agitation of this matter has done 
more than everything that could be done 
to hurt the exposition. It is something that 
should not be sent over the country bruad- 
cast,and the sooner we gét it out of the way 
the better it will be for all of us. I don’t 
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alone, for had he not sprung the question 
it would not have taken the prominence it 

now assumes. It has hurt the exposition, 

as I have said, more than anything that 

could have been done. Now, if it is as Mr. 

Howell says, that the Consolidated has 

done so much to help handle the people as 

they should be handled, it won’t hurt for 

the people to know it through this body. I 

realize that we have no control, as the city 

attorney says so, but at the same time we 

can find all that has been said about the 

matter, and maybe a recommendation 

from this body will settle the matter finally 

and for the benefit of all.’ 

. A Question of Jurisdiction. 

“Tf we have any jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter,”’ said Mr. Colvin, “I want it known 
plainly that I am for the 5-cent fare. I 
have fought the Consolidated on every oc- 
casion I could, and I don’t want to give 
up a dime when a nickel will do. But if it 
is as the city attorneys Says; that we have 
no jurisdiction in the matter, then I can see 
no use in taking any hand in this fight.” 

“It would be useless, it looks to me,’’ said 
Mr. Miller, ‘‘for us to get to work on this 
matter when we have no authority. I 
think Mr: Colvin has spoken my mind pret- 
ty freely on.the subject’” 

“I can’t see any hurt that an investiga- 
tion would do the people,’ said Mr. Helms. 
“We are here to represent the people, and I 
for one want to please the people. An in- 
vestigation never hurts anything that is 
straight and right, and I can’t see why any 
one should object to it, Let’s turn on the 
light a little. Jt won’t hurt.”’ 

No Increase for South Siders. 

“Ll represent the people, too,” said Mr. 
Howell, ‘and 1 think I have just us much 
right to have ny say as the z2ntieman 
from the seveith. There can be no reason 
for dragging tis matter through the pub- 
lic prints any more thi.n has already been 
done. The people wWho live on the 
south side, wh*re Mr. Nelms resides, now 
have to pay 10 cents to get to the -xposi- 
tion grcunds, ard the increase would not 
hurt them. The VConsolidited Company has 
spent $150,000 to be able to handle the 
ciowd. In the past the company has n2ver 
been able to care for the larze crowds that 
came to Atlanta, and the people have gone 
away thoroughly dissatisfied. Tris time 
they will be handled right, because the 
proper care has been taken to provide for 
the handling of the crowd. I belicve in 
helping the corporations that help is, and 
I am of the opinion that all of this agita- 
tion hurts not only the exposition, but that 
it hurts Atlanta. If we had left the matter 
alone it wohld have adjusted itself.” 

Investigation Wouldn’t Hurt. 

Mr. Campbell thought a full and careful 
investigation with instruction to the com- 
mittee to report to the council would not 
hurt anything. 

“T would like to amend the resolution by 
Mr. Nelms.” said Mr. Howell. “I would 
suggest that the matter be referred to a 
special committee of five of this body, the 
committee to be composed of two aldermen 
and three councilmen.” 

The amendment was accepted and the 
r.otion as amended was adonted. 

Mavor King will name that special com- 
mittee within the next few days. 

The Oriental Hotel Gets a License. 
police commttiee, Mr. Camp chair- 
inman, presented. a report on the petition of 
the Oriental hotel for a retail liquor li- 
cense, 

The report was favorable to the license 
for a buffet, provided that it was placed 
in the rear of the hotel and out of sight 
of the First Methodist church. The liquors 
and other drinks,’ the report specified, 
should be indulged in from tables and not 
from a counter or Dar. 

The report of tlhe committee was unani- 
mous and it was adopted by the council 
without a dissenting vote. 

The same committee made a favorable 
report on the netition of J. C. Pope for a 
retail liquor license at 135 Peters street. 

“That's the fourth time that. petition has 
been here,’’ said Mz Blayson, of the first 
ward, the ward in which the bar is located, 
.‘and I do hepe mogtugincerecly that the 
report yrili not be adopted and that the 
license "wiil not be granted. Why, that 
paper. is not at all legal. The la® says 
that petitions of that kind shall have the 
rames of the nearest »eighhors... That pa- 
per has nothing of the kind. In order to 
get the paper through they set up a near 
neighbor. They rented an old confederate 
veteran a place in the house and he sells 
from the street, and they call his name tu 
it the name of a neighber next. Then the 
pecple don’t want it. There are enough 
bars on that stréet without this oné more, 
and we should not have it. This is the 
fourth time it has been here and it. has 
been turned down every time. It is wrong 
to grant it. There has been some talk 
eahbout a widow cwning that house and that 
she can't support her children unless she 
rents the placa for a saloon. I am told 
that all of those children are of age and 
that the nroperty is to be sold within the 
next month or two for a division.’’ 

“That’s all .wrong,”’ said Mr. Camp. “We 
have gone through this matter four times 
and every time theyreport of the committee 
has. been for the licensé, but it has been 
beaten. Now, that next deor neighbor is 
genuine and good. The matter has been 
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that it is legal; It is signed by Mr. Holli- 
day, just across the street, one of the best 
men in..Atlanta or any other town, and the 
license’ should: be granted.” — 

“Tl am a member of the police committee,” 
said Mr. Broyles, ‘“‘and I know that’ this 
matter has been gone over carefully more 
than once. I am satisfied that the license 
should be granted, else I would not have 
signed that report. There is a mortgage 
on the place and if -the lady can rent it 
for the barroom she will be able to pay 
the interest and keep the property, but if 
it is not she will be compelled ‘to allow it 
gold.” 

the Trocadero Amusement Company, the 
new entertainment that is to be located on 
the corner of Marietta and Forsyth. streets, 
was granted a.retail liquor license. 

No Sunday Shaves. 

There will be no*Sunday shaves in At- 
lanta during the. exposition unless they aré 
secured on the quiet. 

That was decided after the police com- 
mittee made-its report on the petition of 
barbers to have open hours on Sunday. 

The committee reported adversely to the 
petition for open hours, and when the re- 
port was read Mr. Camp moved that it be 
adopted. ‘:he -motion prevailed, and the 
delegation of barbers in the council cham- 
ber left the hall. Later in the session Mr. 
Harralson moved to reconsider the action 
of the ecouncil-in order to hear from. a rep- 
resentative of the barbers who wanted the 
Sunday opening. 

“fT don't think that is fair,’”’ said Mr. ‘May- 
son. ‘The barbers who don’t want the 
Sunday hours remained here until we 
adopted that report and now they have 
gone. Mr. Camp, chairman of the commit- 
tee that made the report, has gone, too, 
and it Would be very unfair to undo what 


| we have done.” 


The motion to reconsider was adopted, 
and a representative of the barbers who 
wanted the open hours was introduced by 
Mr. Harralson...He declared that it was 
unfair to the barbers who wanted to be 
honest not to grant the open hours. He 
wanted until 12 o’clock on Sundays, and 
declared that any one could get a shave at 
the hotels or the clubs. 

Mr. Harralson favored changing the 
hours for the months of the exposition but 
the report. of the committee was again 
adopted and there will be no Sunday 
shaves in Atlanta with open doors. 

To Care for the Liberty Bell. 

Mr. Camplell presented a resolution call- 
ing for the appointment of a committee of 
five members of the general council to re- 
ceive the liberty bell and to care for its 
safe arrival and location at the exposition 
grounds. It was adopted. 

,The annual apportionments unexpended 
were found to be $1,020,517. 

The Broad Street Bridge Accepted. 


The bridge committee, Mr. Bell chair- 


blamé the newspapers that have been hand- 
ling tne subject for the discussion that has 
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It stated that the contract price was $22,- 
200, and that $15,000 of that money had 
been paid, leaving a balance due the Edge- 
moor Bridge Company of $7,200. The re- 
port complimentea the work done and 
stated that every piece of material that 
had been used in the bridge had been in- 
spected by the members of the committée 
and the city engineer, and that. nothing 
like a flaw could be found anywhere. Along 
with the report was a resolution accepting 
the bridge, the city engineer having passed 
upon it, and authorizing the payment of ] 
the rest of the money. Both the resolution 
and the report were adopted. 

The payroll was found to have been, as 
shown by the comptroller’s report, $3i,- 
098.17. 

A Police Matron. 

“T move,” said Mr. Howell, ‘‘that we sus- 
pend the rules in order to hear from a 
delegation of ladies who are present rela- 
tive to the question of a police matron.” 

The motion prevailed and the ladies pre- 
sented a paper urging the appropriation of 
a sum of money for the purpose of secur- 
ing a matron at police headquarters. 

“I move,” said Mr. Howell, ‘‘that that 
paper be referred to ‘the police committee 
and the police commission. This is the 
third or fourth time these ladies have been 
here for this same purpose and they are 
no nearer what they have been asking for 
than before. I think it is our duty to give 
the matter our attention and let them have 
what they want or let them know that 
they cannot get it.”’ 

Mr. Howell’s motion was adopted. 

Burying Dead Animals. 


Mr. Campbell handed in an ordinance 
regulating: the burial of dead animals and 
providing for a punishment in the event it 
was violated. The ordinance was read the 
second time and adopted. 

Fer the Exposition Saloons. 

Mr. Camp, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, sent in an ordinance changing sec- 
tion 916 of the city code so as to provide for 
the payment of liquor license tax at the 
exposition grounds. The ordinance makes 
$10 a day cover the price of all of the 
licenses within the exposition grounds. It 
was adopted. 

There Is Now No Bond. 

Mr. Bell introduced an ordinance repeal- 
ing section 509 of the city code. That sec- 
tion provides that all draymen and hack- 
men im the city shall give a bond for $250 
and the ordinance by Mr. Bell repealed the 
section’ 

“There has not been a bend given by a 
hackman or a drayman in Atlanta since 
"91," said Mr. Bell. ‘“‘Now the exposition 
is coming on and with that section stand- 
ing as it is some one may lose something 
and the city may be asked to pay for it 
on account of the bond. I happen to know 
that one attorney is now giving the mat- 
ter attention and I think the best -we can 
do is to repeal the section. As long as 
none of the draymen or hackmen give the 
bond the city should not be left where she 
might be sued for something that does not 
exist.’’ 

The repealing ordinance was adopted. 

Sorry for Sick Members. 

Mr. Howell caused to be read a resoln- 
tion expressing the sympathy of the body 
With Hon. J. H. Welch, member from the 
fifth ward, who is confined to his 
account of his injuries received in 
a railroad wreck a few days azo.

They Will Form a Southern Miners’ 
Association in Atlanta. 


10 ENCOURAGE MINING IN THE SOUTH 


There Will Be a Great Convention at the 
Auditorium, October Ist and 2d. 
Some of the Objects. 


There will be a great convention of south- 
ern miners in Atlanta October Ist and 2d. 

it is called for the purpose of taking steps 
leoking to the formation of a Southern 

Miners’ Association, the aim of which 
will be to bring- about a more complete de- 
velopment of the gsouth’s rich mineral 
ranges. 

The auditorium at the exposition grounds 
has been engaged for the convention of 
miners, and it is estimated that nearly a 
thousand will be in attendance. 

From promoters of the movement it is 
learned that the principal object of the 
convention is to consider in a practical 
and businesslike manner the best means 
to incite a greater activity and revival of 
the mining industries which, in many sec- 
tions of the south, have for a long period 
lain comparaively dormant and need stim- 
ulation by the active co-operation of capl- 
tal. 

While there has been an increased in- 
terest of late in southern mines and min- 
erals, the great undeveloped wealth of this 
section is to be syaore clearly demonstrated 
and the advantages of securing it more 
generally portrayed through this asserm- 
blage of the scientific and practical pusi- 
ness men who are best qualified to place 
this Important matter betorc the country 
and the world. 

This important movement is earnestly up- 
held and beings promoted by some. of the 
best known business men of the south, 
and is being managed under the auspices 
ot the following committee: Colones i‘red 
ti. Stith, of Thomasville, N. C., mine own- 
er; T. H. Martin, managing editor of 
“Inxie”’; Arthur Weld, vice president of 
United gold mines, of Dahlonega, Ga.; R. 
Fumes, Jr., mining engineer, Salisbury, N. 
C.; Richard H.’ Spencer, Baitimore, Md.; 
Hon. J. H. Baxley, of New Yecrk, connect- 
ead with mining interests and cther success- 
ful corporations; W M. Brener, mining ed- 
itor of “Dixie,” and H. D. Walbridge, of 
Washington, D. C., a-well-Kknown capitalist 
and owner of the Dunn mine, of Nortin 
Carolina. ° 

The secretary, who is giving the matter 
his entire attention, is Robert A. Dim? 
mick, of Wasington, D. C., who has had 
considerable experience in the line of or- 
ganizatton. The efforts of the committee 
are being actively supported by such men 
as Captain John Wilkes, of Charlotte; N 
C., head of the Mecklenburg iron works; 
Juiian S. Carr, president. of the Durham 
Tobacco Company; Henry A. Weldy, of 
Tamaqua, Pa., proprietor of the extensive 
gunpowder works; Ben F. Perry; editor of 
The Cherokee Advance, of Canton, Ga; 
George T. Chester, of Buffalo, N. Y., and

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The Moon Will Be Entirely in the Earth’s 
Shadow Tonight. 


IT WILL BE PLAINLY VISIBLE HERI 


The Strange Phenomenon Will Be Watch- 
ed by Thousands-It Begins at 10 
O’Clock Tonight.

The moon will be in total eclipse tonfght. 
Beginning at 9:45 o’clock the moon will 
first come in contact with the earth’s shad- 
ow, and will continue in total eclipse Un- 


Vigor, vitality and a healthy appetite im- | 


til temorrow night. 

The eclipse will be plainly visible to At- 
lantians and the phenomenon can be read- 
ily seen, provided the weather is govd and 
the sky is clear. 

Throughout this entire section the e::'ipse 
will be visible, and will be seen with the 
same clearness in Australia and porticns 
of the Pacific slope as here. ‘Thor:ands 
will watch the strange phcuomenen, and 
as the dark shadow of the earta invereases 
in intensity and grows deep2r, the red ccp- 
per dial will loom throtnsh the mists end 
have the appearance of a f.re that 1s sn.oth- 
ered. Until tomorrow nignt the moon will 
be in the shadow of the.ear_h, and it ‘will 
have the same wierd and pesuliar coir. 

The last eclipse of :he moun was to be 
seen last March, and even at i) at time it 
was not visible to many »n-acjount of the 
heavy atmosphere and unfavorable Wwesath- 
er. But tonight the eclipse wil be 
just as plain as it can poss'bly be, and 
there will be nothing tv interfere unless 
the weather is tou cloudy. ‘uch interest 
is being taken in the »hendmenon, and 
many will stay awake long afier their 
usual bedtime in order to catch a glip- pse 
of the eclipse. 

Ths eclipse will be caused ly the shxdow 
that is thrown out from the «nth, and 
on this occasion the moon wiil be entirely 
in this shadow and will be completely }..d- 
den »%y the darkness were it not for the 
pecul‘ar effect that the light of the sun 
has on the atmosphere. Itis rather strange 
to those who are not acquainted with the 
refraction of the light of the sun in the 
strata of atmosphere surrounding the earth 
just why the moon will be visible. At 
the first glance it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that the moon would be entirely htu- 
den and obscured trom view. Tn.s would 
be the case were it not for the lignt that 
is given out by the sun. 

The eclipse will be total, and through the 
center of the earth’s dense shwliow the 
moon will wend its way, while tre world 
watches in admiration the beautif.u s ene. 
The conditions are favorable to an 
eclipse, and really the only time at which 
this phenomenon ‘can occuris when the 
moon is full. At this time the shadow of the 
earth is thrown across the pathway of 
the moon and then it is that the eclipse 
appears. 

Tonight the eclipse will tbe plain and 
unless the weather prevents many 
will enjoy watching the strange sight. 
From 10 o’cleck on through the night the 
eclipse wil! continue, and through the follow 
ing day, though, of course, it will not be 
visible while the sun is shining. It is prob- 
able that parties will be organized for the 
purpose of seeing the eclipse, and as many 
have taken an interest in the coming phe- 
nomenon, ali through the south and west 
the timid moon will be watched as it seem- 
ingly will hide its face from view and play 
hice and seek with the watchers. 

The next eclipse that will be visible will 
be that of the sun, which will be only seen 
from Austr &ia and the Pacific ocean. This, 
however, will be only a partial eclipse, and 
will be of no interest to this section. 
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WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


The weather chart of last evening show- 
ed a storm of considerable depth covering 
the regiens west of the Mississippi, with its 
center well to the northwest over the Da- 
kotas. To the eastward the barometric 
pressure increased until a well defined 
center of “high’? was formed along the 
middle and north Atlantic coast. During 
the day rain fell at quite a number of 
points in the southeast and Atlanta, of 
course, had its usual afternoon shower. 
There were but few cooler localities in 
the country yesterday than northern, cén- 
tral and eastern Georgia, where the mer- 
cury did not climb above the eighty-dezree 
mark, except at Savannah, whee it re- 
corded a maximum temperature of only a4} 
ae grees, At several stations in the north 
and west the temperature was above 9% 
degrees during the afternoon. 

A brief review of the weather conditions 
prevalent at Atlanta during the month of 
August just past, a summary of which 
has been compiled at the local. weather 
bureay, may not be uninteresting. The to- 
tal rainfall of éhe month was 8&.% inches, 
which breaks the record of seventeen pre- 
ceding Augusts by somewhat over an 
inch, the greatest amount of rainfall re- 
corded during any August since 1879 being 
7.51 inches in 1887. The rainfall for the 
month was in excess of the normal or av- 
erage of seventeen years, 4.03 inches, and 
the total number of days on which rain 
fell was twenty-two. Thunder storms pass- 
ed over or in the vicinity of the city on 
seventeen days. Of clear days there were 
but eight, while the records show a total 
of twenty-three days on which the weather 
was either cloudy or partly cloudy. The 
highest temperature of the month was only 
s2 degrees and on ‘the coolest night the 
mercury touched the sixty-degree mark. 
For Georgiaetoday: Rain, followed by 
fair weather in northern portion; warmer 
in northern portion.
